- Oꝛalmuch as it cannot be doubted, but as the Kings moſt excellent Ma⸗ 
| ieſtie hath taken great contentment inthe moſt dutifulland deuoted af:

fection of his Subiects of this Realme, teſtified by the vniuerſall and 
v/v || topfull conſent in publiſhing his Night, and acknowledgement of his 
5e] Highnes fo: their Souereigne; ſo on the other ſide, his Maieſties Sub- 


25 tious and louing acceptance ot their ſaid moſt humble and moſt affectio⸗ 
— nate ſeruite and duetie: It is therfoꝛe very meet, That his Maieſtie ha- 
uing of late, by his ſeuerall Letters of the eight and twentieth, and of the laſt of March, vnto ſuch 
of vs the Nobilitic of this Realme,and others that were of the late Queenes Pꝛiuie Counſel, as 
are here at his Highneſſe Pallate of N hitehall aſſembled foꝛ the ſeruite of his Maieſtie and the 
State, ſignified his Gratious acceptance, and Pzincely thankefulneſſe vnto all his Subiects, of 
whatſoeuer degree 02 condition, foꝛ ſuch and ſo extraoꝛdinary demonſtration of their good will, 
and commanding the ſame to be further notified to all parts) we ſhould publiſh and declare the 
ſame, by this Pꝛoclamation, in his name. And withall, that we ſhould declare and make knowen 
his Maieſties pleaſure deliuered likewiſe in the ſayd Letters, touching the neteſſary tontinu⸗ 
ation (during his abſence, oꝛ bntill it ſhall pleaſe his Highneſſe to gine other tommandement 
and direction) of ſuch oꝛders and pꝛoteedings foꝛ the pꝛeſeruation of Peace, adminiſtration of 
Juſtice , and gouernement ofthe State, as were fozmerly eſtabliſhed, and ſtood in foꝛte tinme- 
diatly befoze the late Queenes deteaſſe, which chiefly and in effect is this: That whereas vpon 
the deteaſſe of the late Queencs Maieſtie, the authoꝛity of the moſt part of the Offices and places 
of Juriſdiction and gouernement within this Nealme, and in the Realme of Ireland, did ceaſe 
and faile, the Souereigne perſon failing from whom the ſane were deriued, and thereupon 
thꝛough doubtfulneſſe, and want of authozity foꝛ execution, in ſuch perſons as were inueſted in 
the ſaid Offites and plates, the ſetled and oꝛdinary tourſe of the affatres of the State (if reme⸗ 
die were not pꝛouided) might reteiue diſturbance and pꝛeiudite by diſcontinuance and interrup⸗ 


A tects will find much toy and tomfoꝛt by recetuing knowledge ofhis gra⸗ 
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tion: His Maieſtie in his Pꝛintely wiledome, and care ofthe State (reſeruing vnto his owne 
tudgementhercafter the refoꝛmation and redꝛeſle of any abuſes in miſgonernement vpon better 
knowledge taken thereof, in his due time) is pleaſed, and hath ſo expꝛeſly lignified, That all per- 
ſons, that at the time of the late Queenes Maieſties deteaſſe, were duely and lawfully poſſeſſed 
of any plate oꝛ Office of authoꝛitie, iurildiction, oz gouernment, either Ciuul oz Martiall with 
in this Realme, oz in the Realme of Jreland, And namely, all Licutenants, Sheriſtes, de⸗ 
putie Lientenants , Commiſſioners of Muſters, Juſtices of the Peace, and all others in place 
of Gouernment, either meancr oz ſuperiour, (as afo:eſaid) ſhall bee, and ſhall ſo holde them⸗ 
ſelues tontinued in the laid plates and Offices, as foꝛmerly they helde and enioyed the lame, vn- 
till his Maieſties pleaſure bee further knowen. And that in the meane While (foꝛ the pꝛeſerua⸗ 
tion of Peace, and neceſſarie pꝛoteeding in matters of Juſtice, and foꝛ ſafetie of the State) all 
the layd perſons, of whatſoeuer degree oz tondition, may not faile, euery one ſeuerally accozding 
to his place, office, oꝛ charge, to pꝛoteed in the perfoꝛmante and execution of all dueties thereto be⸗ 
longing, as foꝛmerlp appertained to them and cuery of them, while the late Queenes Maieſtie 
was liuing. | 
And albeit the earneſt and longing deſire in all his Maieſties Subiects, to emoy the ſight of his 
Royal perſon and pꝛeſence (Which hath moued very many of good degree and qualitie, and ſome 
of them hauing place of charge inthe Countrey where they dwell, to haſten and take their iour⸗ 
neys at this time vnto his highueſſe) be, foꝛ it ſelfe , commendable in them, and acceptable to his 
Maieſtie, being an Argument of their abundant ioy and gladneſſe: Meuertheleſſe, becauſe the 
ouer- much, and too frequent reſoꝛt and concourſe of people into thoſe parts where his Maieſtie 
as pet remaineth, oꝛ which are farre diſtant from the heart of this Realme, is at this pꝛeſent in- 
conuenient, and may pꝛooue moꝛe dangerous, both in reſpect that the Countrey whither ſuch 
extraoꝛdinarie reſoꝛt is made, ſhall bee onercharged with multitude , and thereof ſtartitie and 
dearth is like enough to pꝛotee de, and allo betauſe theſe moꝛe inward parts of the Realme ſhall 
in the meane while be impapꝛed in hoſpitalitie , and being deſtitute of ſuch aſſiſtance as is need- 
full, it map be doubted to what danger oꝛ diſturbance, foꝛreine oꝛ domeſticall, they may bee 
expoſed : His Maieſtie therefoze in his wiſedome both gratiouſly accepting the good will of his 
Subiects, and withall regarding what is conuenient foꝛ his ſeruice, and foꝛ the ſeturitie of the 
State at this time, it pleaſed, and doeth require, That ſuch concourſe and reſoꝛt into thoſe parts 
be foꝛboꝛne, c aboue al others, of thoſe perſons that haue any place of charge oꝛ offite, either on the 
Seacoaſt oꝛ the In land, oꝛ are of good degree t qualitie in their Countrey : And that ſuch oꝛder⸗ 
ly courſe be hereafter holden (in the diſcretion of all ſuch perſons as afoꝛeſaid) foꝛ repaire and re⸗ 
ſoꝛt to his Highneſſe pꝛeſente at his comming into this Realme , as may conuemiently ſtand and 
agree with the care and ſeruice neceſſarily belonging. and to bee perfourmed in oll nartes of the 
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Realme, to his Highneſſe and the State, His Mateſtte being no ieũſe gratioufly diſpoſed, and 
willing (in all conuement loꝛt) to giue contentment and pleaſure to his owne eyes and minde , by 
the light of his moſt Loyall andlouing Subiects, then they are infinitely deſirous to enioythe 
happineſſe of his Maieſties perſon and pꝛeſente, who (wee doubt not) long befoze this time is 
already ſafe in this his Realme of England, though his Maieſtie foꝛbeareth to tome pꝛeſently to 
his Citie of London, vntill thoſe things tan be ſet in readineſſe, which are fit and honourable fox 


the reception of ſo great and mightie a King.
